Dutch ABC Islands on a list of the World’s Safest Places to Travel

ORANJESTAD - Where You 
Can Travel Without Worry, and 
Feel Super-Secure? 

Given some Caribbean islands’ 
reputation for violent crime 
and the high-profile Natalee 
Holloway case in Aruba, it may 
seem counterintuitive to include 
the Dutch ABC islands (Aruba, 
Bonaire and Curacao) on a list 
of the world’s safest places to 
travel. But the stats don’t lie: 
Crime rates on the three islands 
are low, political unrest is 
virtually unknown, they’re too 
far south for hurricanes, and in 
2008 the trio ranked lowest in the 
Caribbean in felonious incidents 
against visiting yachts. In fact, 


Aruba was the only place in the 
region to achieve a perfect score 
on the yacht crime survey. 

To find the world’s ultra-safe 
places to travel we analyzed 
piles of data, from U.S. State 
Department warnings on crime 
against U.S. citizens abroad and 
the latestUnitedNations survey on 
global crime trends to the Mercer 
rankings of the world’s safest 
cities. We also looked at other 
fear factors: natural disasters, 
social or political unrest, warfare 
and terrorism. However, the 
criteria are too varied to make a 
definitive ranking credible and to 
rank the 10 safest countries. Some 
of our choices were obvious: 
bucolic New Zealand, neutral 


Switzerland and squeaky-clean 
Singapore. As for omissions, the 
Scandinavian countries and some 
very small island nations would 
make a longer list of 20 or 25. 
Some of our findings are 
surprising. Maybe it’s movies like 
“Gangs of New York” and guilt 
by association with the ongoing 
troubles across the border in 
Ulster, but the Irish have always 
had a rather gruff reputation. But 
you shouldn’t judge a book by 
its cover. A recent World Health 
Organization study named the 
Emerald Isle the least violent 
country in Europe. And according 
to the latest Mercer rankings of 
the world’s safest urban areas, 
Dublin is less dangerous than 
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For the Best & Biggest Steaks 
and so much more ...

major cities in Japan, Australia or 
Canada. 

The image of the rough, tough 
Irishman “is a media myth— 
the Hollywood version,” says 
retired Irish entrepreneur and 
diplomat Michael Mullally, who 
for many years has addressed his 
country’s persona abroad. “It’s 
about a realistic an image of the 
Irishman as the Marlboro Man is 
of Americans.” Cyprus is another 
place that bucked its traditional 
image. The 1950s struggle for 
independence against the British 
and the Turkish invasion of 1974 
and its contentious aftermath 
color perceptions of the eastern 
Mediterranean isle. But with 
the Orthodox church and the 
traditional Greek family as the 
twin pillars of society—and a 
booming economy since entering 
the European Union in 2004— 
the island has evolved into a 
haven of serenity. Recent moves 
toward rapprochement between 
independent Cyprus and Turkish- 
controlled North Cyprus have 
also contributed to the overall 
sense of calm. 

Tasoula Manaridis of the Cyprus 
Tourism Organization feels 
that several factors contribute 
to the island being such a safe 
destination. “Cyprus is a country 
with very high per capita income, 
one of the highest in Europe. The 
poverty is at a very, very low 
level.” But she also points out 
that, “We never had a terrorist 
attack either. When they have 
troubles in the Middle East, they 
evacuate people out to Cyprus 
because it’s the safest destination 
nearby.” 

Our search for the safest places 
revealed several common 
denominators. Almost all of them 
are relatively small in terms of 
both size and population (New 
Zealand was the largest in both 
categories). They are all fairly 
affluent, if not on a global basis 
then certainly when compared 
to other countries in their 
region. And for the most part 


they are free and open societies, 
with democratically elected 
governments and freedom of 
the press. Religious and family 
values also figure into the mix. 
Many of them have homogenous 
populations, although the melting 
pots of Singapore, Switzerland 
and the Dutch southern Caribbean 
islands show that isn’t always the 
case. According to Jacob Gelt 
Dekker, mastermind behind the 
award-winning Kura Hulanda 
restoration project and museum 
in Curacao, the keys to their own 
tranquility are employment and 
education. “Unemployment on 
Curacao is about 3 percent of 
the adult work force ... These 
numbers compare very favorably 
to the rest of the Caribbean, 
where unemployment of the adult 
work force is on average 15-25 
percent.” 

Local unemployment is low 
because the education is ingrained 
in the local culture and heavily 
backed by the government. 
“Education laws make schooling 
obligatory up to the age of 18 
years, and soon to be extended 
to 21,” Dekker explains. “We 
expect crime to be even less in 
the near future, as the schooling 
laws come into play.” For a 
rough comparison, we’ll note the 
United Nations Office rankings 
on Drugs & Crime, listing a few 
of the countries ranked solely on 
the basis of crime and drugs. 
Obviously a country currently 
involved on a war (Iraq, 
Afghanistan) is going to be the 
most dangerous. Many large 
countries do not fare as well. For 
instance, Colombia, South Africa 
and Jamaica almost always 
rank among the world’s most 
dangerous. Reading from most 
dangerous to least, the U.S. is 
the least safe of the big Western 
nations. The U.N. study ranks 
the U.S. at No. 24 in per capita 
murder, well head of France (No. 
40), Britain (No. 46), Germany 
(No. 49) and Japan (No. 60).

Stocks tumble as stronger dollar hits commodities

NEW YORK Bad economic 
news and doubts about the 
market’s ability to rally dealt 
stocks a huge setback. 

The Dow Jones industrials 
fell 187 points Monday, their 
biggest drop since April 20. 
All the major market indexes 
fell more than 2 percent. 
Trading volume was light, 
suggesting an absence of 
buyers rather than a flood 
of sellers rushing to dump 
stocks, but the pullback 
nonetheless was another sign 
that the market’s spring rally 
has stalled. 

The slide began in Asia and 
Europe and spread to the 
U.S. as a strong dollar pushed 
commodities prices sharply 
lower. Stocks of energy and 
materials producers have been 
lifting the market in the past 
month so the drop in prices left 
stocks without an important 
leg of support. 

Meanwhile, new worries about 
the economy emerged after 
an index of manufacturing 
in New York indicated that 
demand weakened in June. 
The weaker report from the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York ran counter to the gradual 
improvement traders have 
grown accustomed to with 
other economic readings. 
Analysts said stocks are 
also losing ground because 
investors are questioning what 
it will take to move the market 
higher. Ahead of Monday’s 
slide, the S&P 500 had jumped 
39.9 percent since skidding to 
a 12-year low on March 9. 
Investors have been betting 
on an economic recovery but 
questions about how long that 
might take are poking holes in 
the rally. 

The unease about the 
economy’s recovery have kept 
stocks from rising as quickly 
in recent weeks as they did in 
March and April. The Dow 
and the S&P 500 index are up 
12 of the past 14 weeks, and 
the last four straight weeks. 
But traders are having a harder 
time wringing advances from 
stocks as questions remain 
about whether unemployment, 
still-weak home prices 
and inflation will trip up a 
resurgence in the economy. 
Harry Rady, chief executive of 


Rady Asset Management, said 
stocks have risen too fast given 
how troubled the economy 
remains. “The market just 
seems to keep driving the car 
into the wall and then wonders 
why it can’t keep driving,” 
Rady said. 

The Dow fell 187.13, or 2.1 
percent, to 8,612.13, and 
returned to a loss for the 
year. The broader Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index fell 22.49, 
or 2.4 percent, to 923.72, and 
the Nasdaq composite index 
fell 42.42, or 2.3 percent, to 
1,816.38. Both indexes still 
are showing a gain for 2009. 
Overseas trading was 
influenced by the dollar, which 
rose against most other major 
currencies following weekend 
comments from Russia’s 
finance minister, Alexei 
Kudrin, that the greenback 
likely would remain the 
world’s reserve currency. 
Investors have been worried 
in recent weeks that foreign 
governments would seek 
to spread their reserve cash 
holdings beyond the dollar. 
That would cut into demand 
for the currency. 
Commoditiesincludingoiltend 
to be a hedge against a weak 
dollar. So, when the greenback 
is stronger, investors feel less 
need to protect themselves 
against it and they start selling 
commodities. That in turn 
tends to pull down the stocks 
of basic materials producers 
who profit from higher prices. 
Overseas, Japan’s Nikkei 
average lost 1 percent, while 
Britain’s FTSE 100 fell 2.6 
percent, Germany’s DAX 
fell 3.5 percent and France’s 
CAC-40 lost 3.2 percent. 
Bond prices mostly rose, 
driving yields down. The yield 
on the benchmark 10-year 
Treasury note, a benchmark 
widely used for setting home 
mortgage rates, fell to 3.72 
percent from 3.80 percent late 
Friday. 

The dollar’s rise helped send 
oil prices lower. Fight, sweet 
crude fell $1.42 to settle at 
$70.62 per barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 
Investors often welcome 
falling commodities prices 
because the lower costs will 
have benefits across the 
economy. But traders have 
also been looking for gains 


in commodities because that 
could signal resources are 
becoming more scarce as 
demand improves. 
Commodities producers fell 
Monday. Aluminum maker 
Alcoa Inc. and Freeport- 
McMoRan Copper & Gold 
Inc. slid. Alcoa fell 80 cents, 
or 6.7 percent, to $ 11.19, while 
Freeport-McMoRan fell $ 3.04, 
or 5.2 percent, to $55.48. In 
corporate news, Goldman 
Sachs lowered its rating 
on Wal-Mart Stores Inc. to 
“Neutral” from “Buy,” seeing 
few catalysts that could push 
the stock higher. The retailer 
fell $1.56, or 3.1 percent, to 
$1.57. Nick Kalivas, vice 
president of financial research

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AIG lawyer: 

Ex-top exec plundered retirement plan

NEW YORK - The former 
top executive of American 
International Group Inc. 
plundered an AIG retirement 
program of billions of dollars 
because he was angry at being 
forced out of the company, 
a lawyer for AIG told jurors 
Monday at the start of a civil 
trial. 

Attorney Theodore Wells told 
the jury in Manhattan that 
former AIG Chief Executive 
Officer Maurice “Hank” 
Greenberg improperly took 
$4.3 billion in stock from the 
company in 2005, after he was 
ousted by the company amid 
investigations of accounting 
irregularities. 

“Hank Greenberg was mad. He 
was angry,” Wells said in U.S. 
District Court of the emotional 
state of the man who, over 


a 3 5-year-career, built AIG 
from a small company into 
the world’s largest insurance 
provider. He said the saga is 
a story of “anger, betrayal and 
cover-up.” 

Wells said that Greenberg, 
within weeks of being forced 
out in mid-2005, gave the 
go-ahead for tens of millions 
of shares to be sold from 
a trust fund. The fund was 
set up to provide incentive 
bonuses to a select group of 
AIG management and highly 
compensated employees that 
they would receive upon their 
retirement. 

Wells showed the jury several 
clips of Greenberg speaking 
on videotape about the 
responsibilities of the trust 
fund. He called it Greenberg’s 
“videotaped confession.” 
Wells asked the jury to award 
AIG $4,276 billion and 185 
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million AIG shares. 
Greenberg, 84, has contended 
through his lawyers that he 
had the right to sell the shares 
because they were owned by 
Starr International, a privately 
held company he controlled. 
Greenberg’s lawyer, David 
Boies, told the jury in his 
opening statement that the 
shares sold by his client did 
not belong to AIG. 

“I disagree with a great many 
things that Mr. Wells said,” 
Boies told the jury. He said 
a study of the documents in 
the case would prove that the 
shares sold by Greenberg did 
not belong to AIG. 

“Look in this case not to what 
people said after this lawsuit 
started,” Boies said. “Look 
to what they said and did 
and wrote before the lawsuit 
started.” 

Starr International was named 
after Cornelius Vander Starr, 
who created a worldwide 
network of insurance 
companies in the early 1900s. 
AIG maintains that Starr and 
Greenberg, his protege and 
successor, decided in the late 
1960s to organize the various 
companies under one holding 
company, AIG. 

Starr International remained 
a private company and its 
shareholders decided in 1970 
that the amount that its shares 
of AIG were worth above 
book value of about $110 
million should be used to 
compensate AIG employees, 
AIG has said.Q

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
projected Monday the United 
States would make a “solid” 
recovery from recession in 
mid-2010, but warned of 
major risks including the real- 
estate crisis and rising interest 
rates. 

In its annual report on the 
world’s biggest economy, 
the IMF projected US gross 
domestic product (GDP) 
would shrink at an annualized 
rate of 2.5 percent in 2009 
and post modest 0.75 percent 
growth in 2010. 

The outlook was better than 
the IMF April forecasts of a

2.8 percent contraction this 
year followed by flat growth 
in 2010. 

“The staff’s outlook remains 
for a gradual recovery” 
followed by a “solid recovery 
projected to emerge only in 
mid-2010,” the Washington- 
based multilateral institution 
said. 

The IMF estimates were 
less rosy than the latest US 
official figures. The Federal 
Reserve on May 20 estimated 
the economy would contract 
between 1.3-2.0 percent in 
2009, in the worst downturn 
in decades, and grow at a 
modest pace between 2.0-3.0 
percent in 2010. 

At a news conference, John 
Lipsky, the IMF number two, 
criticized President Barack 
Obama’s budget plan for fiscal 
year 2010, which begins in 
October, saying the projected 
reduction in the public debt 
ratio to GDP was based 
on “relatively optimistic” 
economic assumptions. 

“Our estimate suggests 
that significant additional 
measures will be needed over 
time to ensure that these long¬ 
term targets are met,” the IMF 
deputy managing director 
said. 

Lipsky pointed out that US 
growth would depend in part 
on recovery from the global 
downturn. “The recovery is 
going to be broad-based, but 
it is going to be sluggish,” he 
said, adding the IMF forecasts 
no return to trend growth 
in the advanced economies 
“until late next year.” 

The IMF noted that recent 
US economic indicators were 
signaling a slowing pace of 
deterioration, especially in 
the labor and housing markets 
which are key to economic 
recovery and stability. 
However, “the combination of 
financial strains and ongoing 
adjustments in the housing 
and labor markets is expected 
to restrain growth for some 
time,” it said. Economic slack 
would increase, pushing up 
unemployment to a peak 
“close to 10 percent” in 2010 
and driving core inflation — 
consumer prices minus food 
and energy — to “very low 
levels,” it said. □

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Dare to Defeat ObamaCare

Washington (The Weekly Standard) Vol. 
014, Issue 38 - 6/22/2009 - As long as the 
health care reform plan envisioned by the 
Obama administration and congressional 
Democrats was just a series of slogans, it 
was easy for the left to build support for it 
and difficult for the right to imagine how 
it could be stopped. It is hard, after all, 
to object to vague promises to cut health 
care costs and cover the uninsured and 
improve health outcomes. The brute fact 
of Democratic domination of Washington 
gave key health industry players an 
incentive to look as if they wanted to 
cooperate with the Obama administration. 
The whole affair began to assume an air 
of inevitability. 

But as general slogans give way to 
particular plans, reality is setting in. 
Outlines and drafts of the key House 
and Senate bills began to emerge last 
week, and the grim reality of what 
the Democrats in fact have in mind 
has started to exercise an undeniable 
effect upon the politics of health care. 
The fact is, the Democrats’ proposals are 
a liberal wish list of expansions of the role 
of government in health care, combining 
an array of taxes, regulations, incentives, 
and mandates aimed over time to create 
a massive and unfunded new entitlement 
that would limit patient choices, ration 
care, and bankrupt the Treasury. The 
Democrats ’plan would force everyone into 
the system through an individual mandate 
and lead employers to drop their health 
coverage; their new public insurance 
plan would then price private insurers 
out of the game and attract the refugees 
from private coverage into the public 
system. All of this would put us well on 
the road to government-run health care. 

At the core of this scheme, and of the 
growing political restlessness about it, 
is the proposed government insurance 
“option”—essentially a new insurance 
company runby the federal government. Its 


defenders argue it would have no inherent 
advantage over private insurers and 
would simply spur them to improve their 
offerings through healthy competition. As 
President Obama put it last week, “One 
of the options in the exchange should be 
a public insurance option . . . [because] if 
the private insurance companies have to 
compete with a public option, it will keep 
them honest and help keep prices down.” 

It’s an interesting statement. We had 
thought the role of government was to 
set rules for honest private competition, 
which does keep prices down and 
improve products. And there are reforms 
that could improve the important rule¬ 
setting role government should play, 
and could increase private competition 
and transparency. But Obama wants 
government to be one of the competitors- 
-in the alleged interest of honesty and 
price reduction. When has a government 
alternative produced those results? 
Clearly the point is to use the power of the 
government to impose price controls and 
override state rules in order to undersell 
private insurers. The public plan is a 
gradual path to single payer health care, 
aimed at moving American health care 
in a European or Canadian direction. 

This has made the Obama plan increasingly 
controversial, if not imperiled. Essentially 
every Republican in Washington has 
expressed firm opposition to a government 
plan, and a growing number of Democrats 
are doing the same. Nebraska senator 
Ben Nelson has called it a deal-breaker. 
Louisiana’s Mary Landrieu said last 
week she would not vote for it. Many 
other Democrats in the Senate and 
the House are wary, to say the least. 

Meanwhile, those industry groups who 
joined President Obama at the White 
House for a photo-op last month are 
now worried. One of them, the American 
Medical Association, announced last 


week it would oppose outright any plan 
with a government insurance option. 
“The introduction of a new public plan 
threatens to restrict patient choice by 
driving out private insurers,” the AMA 
said, and the requirements of such a 
plan would severely burden doctors and 
“would likely lead to an explosion of 
costs that would need to be absorbed 
by taxpayers.” The American Hospital 
Association sent a letter to its members in 
late May clarifying that “The A.H.A. did 
not commit to support the ‘Obama health 
plan’ or budget.” AHIP, the association 
of insurance providers, is preparing to 
mount a campaign against the public plan. 

The government insurance “option” 
is clearly shaping up to be the first key 
vulnerability of ObamaCare. It is crucial 
to the logic of the Democrats’ approach, 
as it would offer convenient cover both for 
the move toward government financing 
of coverage and for the rationing of 
care such a move would require. The 
president, congressional leaders, and 
key liberal interest groups have insisted 
it be part of any reform effort. But as 
outside opposition grows, it is far from 
clear that the government option will 
have the votes to pass. If it were voted 
down or pulled out of the Democrats’ 
bills, the logic and the inevitability of the 
remainder of their reform effort would 
be called into question, and Republicans 
would face a real opportunity to make the 
case for their own brand of reform, and 
to stop the ObamaCare train in its tracks. 

It is crucial that they seize the opportunity. 
The public plan is not the only important 
question in the health care debate. 
There are many other strong reasons for 
stopping a plan that would cost at least 
$1.5 trillion, create a huge and growing 
new entitlement without paying for 
it, impose great financial burdens on 
employers and individuals, displace 
millions of families who are happy with 


their existing health care arrangements, 
lead to increasing rationing of care, and 
do very little else to control health care 
costs. If they lose the government plan 
the Democrats will still pursue its ends 
by other means—including onerous 
new mandates and the federalization of 
insurance regulation envisioned in their 
bills. So conservatives need to defeat the 
government insurance “option”-and then 
move on to finish the job by exposing the 
other massive problems with ObamaCare, 
so as to bring the whole edifice of bad 
and dangerous “reform” crashing down. 
The good news is that opinion polls 
suggest the vast majority of Americans 
do not want their health coverage 
forcibly changed by the federal 
government. Indeed, Americans today 
are less persuaded of the need for radical 
reform than they were the last time the 
Democrats tried to enact one, in 1993. 
As Michael Barone points out, “An April 
tracking poll conducted for the Kaiser 
Family Foundation shows that voters rank 
changing health care below strengthening 
the economy, stabilizing Medicare and 
Social Security, and reducing the federal 
budget deficit on a list of eight possible 
priorities. . . . The blunt fact is that 
most Americans are satisfied with their 
health insurance and don’t believe major 
legislation will improve things for them.” 
The American public is right. ObamaCare 
is wrong. It should and canbe defeated. It is 
moderates and Democrats who ultimately 
will defeat it late this year or next— 
but they will do so only if Republicans 
stand firm now and conservatives make 
the arguments now. If we do, and this 
fight goes well, the struggle to save the 
country from ObamaCare could mark the 
beginning of a new center-right coalition 
to restrain the grossly excessive ambitions 
of the administration and congressional 
Democrats, with regard not only to health 
care but to spending and borrowing, and 
to the role and reach of government more 
broadly. □

Family time eroding in U.S. as Internet use soars

NEW YORK (AP) — Whether it’s around 
the dinner table or just in front of the TV, 
U.S. families say they are spending less time 
together. The decline in family time coincides 
with a rise in Internet use and the popularity of 
social networks, though a new study stopped 
just short of assigning blame. 

The Annenberg Center for the Digital Future 
at the University of Southern California 
is reporting this week that 28 percent of 
Americans it interviewed last year said they 
have been spending less time with members 
of their households. That’s nearly triple the 11 
percent who said that in 2006. 

These people did not report spending less time 
with their friends, however. 

Michael Gilbert, a senior fellow at the center, 
said people report spending less time with 
family members just as social networks like 


Facebook, Twitter and My Space are booming, 
along with the importance people place on 
them. 

Five-year-old Facebook’s active user base, for 
example, has surged to more than 200 million 
active users, up from 100 million last August. 
Meanwhile, more people say they are worried 
about how much time kids and teenagers spend 
online. In 2000, when the center began its 
annual surveys on Americans and the Internet, 
only 11 percent of respondents said that family 
members under 18 were spending too much 
time online. By 2008, that grew to 28 percent. 
“Most people think of the Internet and (our) 
digital future as boundless, and I do too,” 
Gilbert said. 

But, he added, “it can’t be a good thing that 
families are spending less face-to-face time 
together. Ultimately it leads to less cohesive 
and less communicative families.”

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Administration calls for financial system overhaul

WASHINGTON (AP) 

The Obama administration 
wants to overhaul the U.S. 
financial rule book by giving 
the Federal Reserve increased 
powers but, bowing to critics 
in Congress, is backing away 
from proposals to consolidate 


various regulatory agencies. 
The administration’s overhaul 
plan would make the Fed a 
systemic risk regulator to 
oversee large institutions 
whose failure could threaten 
the stability of the entire 
system. 

It also would create a council 
of regulators with broad 


coordination responsibility 
across the financial system, 
administration officials said. 
And the administration plans 
a stronger framework for 
investor protection, including 
increased oversight of 
consumer products ranging 
from credit cards to annuities, 
officials said. 

Speaking in New York on 
Monday, Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner said 
the regulatory overhaul 
will eliminate “gaps” in 
the financial system that 
encouraged risky behavior 
leading up to the meltdown. 
“We had a financial system 
that was fundamentally too 
unstable and fragile, and it did 
a bad job of basic protection 
of consumers and investors,” 
Geithner said during an 
economic conference 

hosted by Time Warner Inc. 
“Those are things we have to 
change.” 

The White House said that 


Obama would unveil his 
regulatory overhaul plan on 
Wednesday. 

The administration’s 

regulatory proposals were 
outlined in an opinion piece 
by Geithner and Lawrence 
Summers, director of the 
president’s National Economic 
Council, published Monday in 
The Washington Post. 

The piece indicated that the 
administration has backed 
away from a more extensive 
overhaul that would have 
consolidated all banking 
regulation into one agency. 
Supporters of this approach, 
including Sen. Chuck Schumer, 
a New York Democrat, have 
argued that the current system 
is inefficient. 

“Retaining multiple 

regulatory entities preserves 
the regulatory arbitrage that 
allows institutions to pick the 
oversight scheme that benefits 
them the most, often at the 
expense of consumers and the 


health of the system overall,” 
Schumer wrote in a letter to 
Geithner on Friday. 

A proposal to merge the 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission and the 
Commodity Futures Trading 
Commission also has been 
abandoned. 

Geithner and Summers wrote 
that the administration’s 
overhaul will advocate 
increasing capital and liquidity 
requirements for all financial 
institutions and will impose 
more stringent requirements 
on the largest and most 
interconnected firms. 

Scott Talbott, a senior vice 
president at the Financial 
Services Roundtable, said 
his association supports 
the administration ’ s 

basic approach, but was 
disappointed that the opinion 
piece did not mention the 
need to revamp regulations 
covering insurance. 

Insurance companies are now 
governed by state insurance 
commissions, and large 
insurance companies have 
argued they need the option 
of a federal overseer. 

At his appearance in New 
York, Geithner declined to 
give specifics on the regulatory 
reform plan or say whether 
it will include eliminating 
certain agencies. 

The administration was 
still expected to call for the 
functions of the Office of 
Thrift Supervision to be 
merged into the Office of the 
Comptroller of the Currency. 
But it would leave the Fed, the 
OCC and the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corp. as major 
banking regulators. 

The administration’s plan 
will impose “robust reporting 
requirements” on issuers of 
asset-backed securities and 
require institutions that sell 
them to retain a financial 
interest in their performance, 
Summers and Geithner wrote. 
The sale of securities backed 
by subprime mortgages was 
among the major causes of 
the financial crisis that struck 
with force last fall. 

Summers and Geithner said 
the administration also will 
work to raise international 
standards for financial 
regulation. □ 


II.S. reveals new pieces 
of Guantanamo hearings

WASHINGTON (AP) —Accused al-Qaida mastermind Khalid 
Sheikh Mohammed complained interrogators tortured lies out 
of him, though he proudly took credit for more than two dozen 
other terror plots, according to newly-released sections of U.S. 
government transcripts. 

“I make up stories,” Mohammed said at one point in his 2007 
hearing at Guantanamo Bay. 

In broken English, he described an interrogation in which he 
was asked the location of al-Qaida leader Osama bin Laden. 
“Where is he? I don’t know,” Mohammed said. “Then he torture 
me. Then I said, Wes, he is in this area or this is al-Qaida which 
I don’t know him.’ I said no, they torture me.” 

Yet at the same military tribunal hearing, Mohammed ticks off 
a list of 29 terror plots in which he took part. 

The transcripts were released as part of a lawsuit in which the 
American Civil Liberties Union is seeking documents and 
details of the government’s terror detainee programs. 

Previous accounts of the military tribunal hearings had been 
made public, but the Obama administration went back and 
reviewed the still-secret sections and determined that some 
more could now be released. 

Most of the new material centers around the detainees’ claims

of abuse during interrogations while being held overseas in CIA 
custody. 

One detainee, Abu Zubaydah, told the tribunal that after months 
“of suffering and torture, physically and mentally, they did not 
care about my injuries.” 

Zubaydah was the first detainee subjected to Bush-administration 
approved harsh interrogation techniques, which included a 
simulated form of drowning known as waterboarding, as well 
as slamming the suspect into walls, and prolonged period of 
forced nudity. 

Zubaydah claimed in the hearing that he “nearly died four 
times.” 

“After a few months went by, during which I almost lost my 
mind and my life, they made sure I didn’t die,” Zubaydah said. 
He claimed that after many months of such treatment, authorities 
concluded he was not the No. 3 person in al-Qaida as they had 
long believed. □

In the first half of the decade, 
people reported spending an 
average of 26 hours per month 
with their families. By 2008, 
however, that shared time 
had dropped by more than 30 
percent, to about 18 hours. 
Theadventofnewtechnologies 
has, in some ways, always 
changed the way family 
members interact. 

Cell phones make it easier for 
parents to keep track of where 
their children are, while giving 
kids the kind of privacy they 
wouldn’t have had in the days 
of landlines. 

Television has cut into dinner 
time, and as TV sets became 
cheaper, they also multiplied, 
so that kids and parents no 
longer have to congregate in 
the living room to watch it. 
But Gilbert said the Internet is 
so engrossing, and demands 
so much more attention than 


other technologies, that it can 
disrupt personal boundaries 
in ways other technologies 
wouldn’t have. 

“It’s not like television, 
where you can sit 
around with your family 
and watch,” he said. 
The Internet, he noted, 
is mostly one-on-one. 
Likely because they can 
afford more Web-connected 
gadgets, higher-income 
families reported greater 
loss of family time than those 
who make less money. And 
more women than men said 
they felt ignored by a family 
member using the Internet. 
The center’s latest survey 
was a random poll of 2,030 
people ages 12 and up was 
conducted April 9 to June 
30, 2008, and has a margin 
of sampling error of plus or 
minus 3 percentagepoints. □

President Barack Obama told 
American doctors Monday 
they must join him in fixing a 
crumbling health care system, 
pitching an overhaul to a 
group deeply suspicious of 
government meddling. 

To a degree, Obama’s 
appearance Monday smacked 
of his having walked into the 
lion’s den. While American

U.S. and Mexico agree to 
improve customs

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— The U.S. and Mexico 
formalized an agreement 
Monday to work together 
to secure legal travel and 
trade across the countries’ 
shared border. 

The agreement is outlined 
in a letter of intent signed 
by U.S. Homeland Security 
Secretary Janet Napolitano 
and Mexico’s Finance 
Minister Agustin Carstens. 
It expands a 2007 agreement 
and formalizes plans 
announced earlier this year 
to search vehicles at border 
crossings for bulk weapons 
and cash being smuggled 
from the U.S. into Mexico 
where more than 10,800 
people have been killed 
by drug violence since 
December 2006. 

Napolitano said the 
cooperation will include 
sharing information such as 
data about stolen cars. 
Officials have said many of 
the weapons used in cartel 
violence in Mexico have 
come from the U.S. 

Both countries are 


responsible for what goes 
into Mexico from the U.S., 
Napolitano said Monday at 
a news conference. “Our 
view is that we can either 
point fingers at each other, 
or we can work together,” 
she said. 

Officials said the 
agreement will improve 
communication and 

strengthen coordination 
on border enforcement. 
For instance, the U.S. will 
train Mexican customs 
agents and dogs and use 
more technology along the 


border. 

“The more we work 
together, the better the 
service and security we 
provide to our peoples and 
economies,” Carstens said 
in a statement. 

The agreement is part of 
the U.S.-Mexico effort to 
curb drug and weapons 
trafficking and crack down 
on smuggling cartels. 
Mexico has deployed more 
than 45,000 soldiers across 
the country to fight the 
heavily armed cartels.□ 


in their relationship with 
patients. 

Denying yet again he wants 
to establish a government- 
run system of “socialized” 
medicine, Obama told a 
meeting of the powerful 
American Medical Association 
to beware of “scare tactics and 
fear-mongering” from those 
with a vested interest in the 
current system. 

“They’ll give dire warnings 
about socialized medicine 
and government takeovers; 
long lines and rationed care; 
decisions made by bureaucrats 
and not doctors. We’ve heard 
it all before — and because 
these fear tactics have worked, 
things have kept getting 
worse,” Obama said at the 
AM A gathering in Chicago. 

In one of his longest 
dissertations on the need for 
reform, Obama yet again 
promised Americans: 

“If you like your doctor, you 
will be able to keep your 
doctor. Period. If you like your 
health care plan, you will be 
able to keep your health care 
plan. Period. No one will take 
it away. No matter what.” 
Aside from the extraordinary 
growth in health care costs, 
Obama again raised the needs 
of an estimated 50 million 
Americans who have no 
insurance to help with medical 
costs, creating a reality “where 
a single illness can wipe out a 
lifetime of savings.” 

The United States spends 
about two-and-half times as 
much on health care as other 
industrialized countries, but 
its citizens do not enjoy longer 
life expectancies than nations 
that spend far less. 

A 2003 study estimated that 
health care costs for the 
uninsured account for about 3 
percent ofhealth care spending, 
with taxpayers covering about 
80 percent to 85 percent of 
the cost through a variety of 
government programs. 

With its multiple layers of 
private insurance companies 
and public health programs, 
administrative costs in the 
U.S. are higher than in other 
countries. A 2005 study 
estimated administrative costs 
in California — the most 
populous state — at about 20 
percent, and a national study 
from the 1990s put the share 


at 25 percent. 

In a speech that stretched to 
nearly an hour, Obama made 
news when he recommended 
that all Americans — except 
those too poor to afford it 
— be required to have health 
insurance, whether through the 
private system or his proposal 
for creating a “government 
option.” 

“Every American bears 
responsibility for owning 
health insurance,” the 
president said, adding that the 
government would help those 
without the means to buy even 
the most inexpensive and 
bare-bones coverage. 

And the somewhat muted 
response that greeted Obama 
applause lines from the 
gathered physicians turned 
outwardly negative when 
the president said he did not 
favor setting upper limits 
on awards to patients who 
successfully sue their doctors 
for malpractice. 

Doctors complain that part 
of the big rise in the cost of 
health care grows out of the 
burgeoning price they must 
pay to insure themselves 
against law suits from patients 
who claim they were not given 
proper care. 

While glancing off plans 
ranging from savings through 
computerized medical records 
to cutting the cost of medical 
education, Obama sought to 
drive home the need for reform 
by telling the assembled 
physicians that the system is 
“a ticking bomb.” 

Health care spending, Obama 
said, could force America to 
“go the way of GM — paying 
more, getting less, and going 
broke.” General Motors is 
the American automaker that 
recently filed for bankruptcy 
in part because of the cost 
of insuring the health of it’s 
workers and retirees. 

While standing alone as the 
only major industrial nation 
without a government health 
care system, the issue has 
deep philosophical roots in the 
United States. Most Republican 
lawmakers, organizations 
in the health care industry, 
insurance companies and 
some conservative Democrats 
are balking at even the modest 
government intervention in 
the system. □ 
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IAPD sends home rowdy 
crowd after lakers win title

LOS ANGELES (AP) 
— Hundreds celebrated 
in the streets outside Los 
Angeles’ Staples Center 
after the Lakers’ NBA title 
win Sunday night, with 
some revelers damaging 
police cruisers, throwing 
rocks and bottles at officers 
and setting bonfires in the 
street, authorities said. 
About 25 people were 
arrested, most part of a 
rowdy crowd that split off 
on to surrounding streets 
after police declared the 
gathering an unlawful 
assembly, police officer 
Karen Rayner said. 

Several police cruisers were 
damaged and reinforcement 
officers were called in from 
throughout the city to help 
disperse the crowd, Rayner 
said. 

Aerial television footage 
showed people jumping on a 
police car, rocking vehicles 
attempting to pass through 
the crowd, setting small 
trees on fire and throwing 
fireworks and flares set up 
by police. No injuries were 


reported. 

A garage was looted and 
several cars, buses and a 
news van were vandalized, 
police said. 

Chief William Bratton 
commended officers for 
showing restraint despite 
“a lot of provocation from a 
number of knuckleheads,” 
he told KTTV-TV. 

“It’s not easy to stand there 
when cowards in the middle 
of the crowd are throwing 
rocks and bottles at them,” 
Bratton said. 

Police department strike 
teams pushed people 
from the immediate 
area around the Staples 
Center into surrounding 
neighborhoods, breaking the 
crowds into progressively 
smaller clusters, police 
spokeswoman Mary Grady 
said. 

The department declared 
a citywide tactical alert, 
with all officers on duty to 
remain on the job until the 
crowds had been completely 
dispersed, she said. 

Rayner said the arrests were 
for disturbing the peace, 
arson, outstanding warrants

“I watched the last game at 
home but tonight I wanted 
to be where the action is,” 
Weiser said. 

Television reports also 
showed small crowds of 
people parading through the 
streets of East Los Angeles, 
where excitement over 
the Lakers’ Game 4 win 
Thursday night spilled into 
the streets, with rowdy fans 
swarming vehicles trying to 
pass through the area. 

“Right this second, it’s kind of a split,” he 
says.

Fans there filled the streets 
again Sunday night, but 
large numbers of sheriff’s 
deputies quickly dispersed 
the crowd without incident.

One man was killed and 
several others were wounded 
in the worst violence since the 
disputed election Friday. 
Angry men showed their 
bloody palms after cradling 
the dead and wounded who 
had been part of a crowd 
that stretched more than five 
miles (nearly 10 kilometers) 
supporting reform leader Mir 
Hossein Mousavi. 

The huge rally reinforced 
what has become increasingly 
clearer since the election: the 
opposition forces rallying 
behind Mousavi show no signs 
of backing down. Their resolve 
appears to have pushed Iran’s 
Islamic establishment into 
attempts to cool the tensions 
after days of unrest. 

Police and other security 
forces stood by quietly — 
some sitting on stoops with 
their batons and shields resting 
behind them as the marchers 
swallowed the streets in 
parts of Tehran. Estimates 
put the turnout at hundreds 
of thousands overflowing 
the square, where crowds of 
200,000 have filled the plaza 
in the past. 

Mousavi made his first public 
appearance since the polls 
closed, and he launched his 
claims that the vote was 
rigged to re-elect the hard-line 
president. 

Brief clips of the march were 
shown on state television in 
an extremely rare nod to anti¬ 
government attacks. 

“Respect the people’s vote!” 
Mousavi cried through a hand¬ 
held loudspeaker in Azadi, or 
Freedom, Square — where 
Iran’s leaders hold military 
and political gatherings. 

It appeared that Iran’s ruling 
clerics had opened the door 
for the demonstration — even 
giving it news coverage — in 
a possible bid to avoid more 
street clashes and seek some 
breathing room in the growing 
confrontation. 

But a single moment could 
change all that. Gunfire erupted 
from a compound used by 
the Basij, a volunteer militia 
linked to Iran’s powerful 
Revolutionary Guard. An 
Associated Press photographer 
saw at least one demonstrator 
killed and several others with 
what appeared to be serious 
injuries. The protesters had 
tried to storm and set fire to 


the compound on the edge of 
Azadi Square. 

Some reports put the death toll 
higher, but they could not be 
confirmed. 

The dead man, wearing a 
white shirt and khaki pants, 
lay sprawled on the sidewalk 
with blood from a head wound 
spilling onto the pavement. 
Nearby, protesters carried 
another gunshot victim, a 
makeshift tourniquet around 
his thigh, onto the back of a 
yellow taxi. 

It was first known death in 
Tehran since postelection 
clashes erupted and could 
be a further rallying point 
in a culture that venerates 
martyrs and often marks their 
death with memorials. One 
of Mousavi’s Web sites said 
a student protester was killed 
early Monday in clashes with 
plainclothes hard-liners in 
Shiraz in southern Iran. But 
there was no independent 
confirmation of the report. 

The United States was 
“deeply troubled” by reports 
of violence and arrests in Iran, 
State Department spokesman 
Ian Kelly said, but he added 
that the U.S. knows too little 
about the conduct of the 
election to say for sure whether 
there was fraud. 

Britain and Germany joined 
the calls of alarm over the 
rising confrontations in Iran. 
In Paris, the Foreign Ministry 
summoned the Iranian 
ambassador to discuss the 
allegations of vote-tampering 
and the violence. 

Protests also spread across 
the country. Witnesses told 
the AP that pro-Mousavi 
demonstrators clashed with 
police in the historic city of 
Esfahan and the northeastern 
city of Mashhad, a conservative 
bastion with one of Iran’s most 
holy Shiite shrines. 

Police in Shiraz fired in the 
air to disperse several pro- 
Mousavi gatherings. Fars 
Province Police Gen. Ali 
Moayeri said officers had 
been “authorized to shoot. 
From now on we will respond 
harshly.” 

In the heavily Arab city of 
Ahvaz near the Iraqi border, a 
crowd of about 2,000 people 
chanted: “We don’t want a 
dictator!” Police attacked 
some with batons. 

Mousavi said another rally was 
planned for Tuesday in north 
Tehran, the hub of his youth- 



driven campaign and now a 
nerve center for his opposition 
movement. 

This is the type spreading 
unrest most feared by Iran’s 
non-elected ruling clerics, who 
control all important decisions 
but are rarely drawn directly 
into political disputes. A long 
and bitter movement against 
Ahmadinejad could push the 
dissent past the presidency 
and target the theocracy itself. 
It also has the potential to 
embolden some members of 
the ruling inner circle, such as 
the powerful former President 
Hashemi Rafsanjani, who 
strongly opposed Ahmadinej ad 
during the campaign. 

“That sets you up for a 
tremendous split,” said Jon 
Alterman, head of the Middle 
East program at the Center 
for Strategic and International 
Studies in Washington. 
“It could be tremendously 
destabilizing because if the 
office of (Supreme Leader 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei) 
is damaged, then the whole 
shape of leadership ... moves 
into flux.” 

There’s widespread belief that 
Khamenei — the successor 
of the Islamic Revolution 
patriarch Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini — will do what 
it takes to keep the system 
intact. 

He welcomed Ahmadinej ad’s 
victory on Saturday. By 
Monday, however, he directed 
one of Iran’s most influential 
bodies, the Guardian Council, 
to examine claims of election 
fraud. The move had no 
guarantee it would satisfy those 
challenging Ahmadinej ad’s 
re-election or quell their anger 
after the weekend unrest. 

The 12-member Guardian 
Council, made up of clerics 
and experts in Islamic law and 
closely allied to Khamenei, 
must certify ballot results and 
has the apparent authority to 
nullify an election. It would 
be an unprecedented step. 
Claims of voting irregularities 
went to the council after 
Ahmadinejad’s upset victory 
in 2005, but there was no 
official word on the outcome 
of the inquiry, and the vote 
stood. 

More likely, the intervention 
by Khamenei sought to lower 
the tensions and give some 
time for possible further talks 
with Mousavi, who was prime 
minister in the 1980s.Q 
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U.S. Gen McChnrsial takes command in Afghanistan

KABUL (AP) — Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal, a four- 
star American general with 
a long history in elite special 
operations, took charge of 
U.S. and NATO troops in 
Afghanistan on Monday, a 
change the Pentagon hopes will 
turn the tide in an increasingly 
violent eight-year war. 
McChrystal took command 
during a low-key ceremony 
at the heavily fortified 
headquarters of the NATO- 
led International Security 
Assistance Force in central 
Kabul. His predecessor, Gen. 
David McKieman, was fired 
last month by U.S. Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates 
one year into a two-year 
assignment, and McKiernan 
quietly left the country earlier 
this month. 

McChrystal is expected to 
take a more unconventional 
approach to the increasingly 
violent campaign in 
Afghanistan, utilizing decades 
of experience in special 
operations — elite military 
units that typically carry 
out dangerous and secretive 
missions. 

He was deployed to 
Afghanistan in 2002 as a 


one-star general and later 
was named commanding 
general of the Joint Special 
Operations Command based 
at Fort Bragg, North Carolina. 
He is seen as well-suited to 
oversee the special missions 
in Afghanistan that target 
insurgent leaders. 

Speaking before a crowd of 
several hundred troops and 
dignitaries at a ceremony 
filled with colorful flags and 
a military band, McChrystal 
said that the international 
mission “must recapture the 
excitement and inspiration 
that ignited this country” after 
the 2001 fall of the Taliban 
regime. 

He addressed one of the most 
contentious issues facing the 
U.S. and NATO: the deaths 
of Afghan civilians during 
military operations, an issue 
President Hamid Karzai 
warned the general about 
when the two met Sunday. 
“The Afghan people are at 
the center of our mission. In 
reality, they are the mission. 
We must protect them from 
violence, whatever its nature,” 
McChrystal said. “But while 
operating with care, we will 
not be timid.” 

McChrystal will command 
the largest international

SAN’A, Yemen (AP) — 
At least three kidnapped 
foreigners have been killed in 
a remote Yemeni province, and 
security officials in the capital 
on Monday reported another 
six were also dead. The 
slayings took place in a region 


where al-Qaida militants have 
a strong presence. 

There was confusion among 
Yemeni officials over the toll. 
Local officials in the northern 
Saada province where the nine 
foreigners were kidnapped 
confirmed only that the 
bodies of three women in the 
group were found. The Saada

force ever in Afghanistan. 
A record 56,000 U.S. troops 
are in the country, alongside 
32,000 forces from 41 other 
countries. 

President Barack Obama 
has increased the U.S. focus 
on Afghanistan this year, 
ordering 21,000 new troops to 
the country even as the U.S. 
begins to pull troops out of 
Iraq. 

AmericanMarineshavepoured 
into Helmand province the 
last several weeks in an effort 
to stamp out an insurgency 
that has a strong hold in the 
world’s largest opium-poppy 
growing region. 

Militant attacks have risen 
steadily in the last three years 
and have reached a new high. 
U.S. Gen. David Petraeus said 
Afghanistan saw 400 insurgent 
attacks during the first week 
of June. In comparison, there 
were less than 50 attacks per 
week in January 2004. 

On Sunday, Karzai warned 
McChrystal that the “most 
important element of the 
mission” is to protect Afghan 
civilians. 

Civilian casualties during 
military operations have 
long been a point of friction 
between Karzai and the U.S. 
The most contentious civilian 


deaths in U.S. military 
operations in recent years 
have involved U.S. Special 
Operations Forces, which 
McChrystal commanded from 
2006 to mid-2008. 

In early May, dozens of 
civilians were killed when 
U.S. and Afghan troops 
backed by U.S. fighter 
aircraft battled militants in 
southwestern Farah province. 
The Afghan government says 
140 civilians died, while an 
Afghan human rights group 
says around 100 were killed. 
The U.S., however, says no

more than 30 civilians were 
killed in addition to 60 to 65 
militants. 

McChrystal has already 
pledged to reduce the number 
of Afghan villagers killed in 
fighting, saying he intends 
to review U.S. and allied 
operating procedures with an 
eye to minimizing civilian 
deaths. “Although I expect 
stiff fighting ahead, the 
measure of effectiveness will 
not be enemy killed. It will 
be the number of Afghans 
shielded from violence,” he 
told Congress this month.Q

provincial council said the 
fate of the remaining six was 
unknown. 

But Yemeni security officials 
in the capital, San’a, said the 
bodies of the other six were 
also found. The contradictory 
reports could not immediately 
be reconciled. 

Still, it was a rare slaying of 
foreign hostages, and could be 
a sign of brutal new tactics by 
al-Qaida in Yemen, the Middle 
East’s poorest nation and 
one of its most unstable. Al- 
Qaida has been strengthening 
in Yemen, taking advantage 
of the government’s weak 
control in a nation where 
tribes hold sway over much of 
the countryside. 

The nine foreigners — seven 
Germans, a Briton and a South 
Korean — disappeared last 
week while on a picnic in the 
restive northern Saada region 
of Yemen. The Germans 
included a couple and their 


three children. 

The Yemen government said 
in a statement they all worked 
for World Wide Services 
foundation, a Dutch aid group 
working in the medical sector 
in Saada province for the past 
30 years. 

Shepherds found the remains 
of three women from the 
group on Monday morning 
in the mountainous northern 
Saada province near the town 
of el-Nashour, known as a 
hideout for al-Qaida militants, 
according to a statement from 
the local council in the area. 
“The fate of the other six 
abducted people is still 
unknown,” it said. 

A security official in the 
capital, however, said the 
other six had been found dead. 
He spoke on condition of 
anonymity because he was not 
authorized to talk to the press. 
A tribal leader in the area 
blamed al-Qaida for the 


kidnapping of the foreigners 
on Friday and their slaying. 
He also spoke on condition 
of anonymity for the same 
reason. 

In the past, tribesmen often 
kidnapped foreigners to 
wrest concessions on local 
issues from the government 
— including ransoms, the 
release of jailed relatives 
or even promises to build 
local infrastructure. But they 
usually treated hostages well 
and released them unharmed. 
Past abductions by al-Qaida, 
however, have ended with 
hostages’ deaths. 

Al-Qaida’s presence has 
strengthened over the past 
year. Al-Qaida militants, 
including fighters returning 
from Afghanistan and Iraq, 
have established sanctuaries 
among a number of Yemeni 
tribes, particularly ones in 
three provinces bordering 
Saudi Arabia. □

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 
Russia exercised its veto power 
in the U.N. Security Council 
and brought an end Monday 
to the nearly 16-year-old 
observer mission monitoring 
a cease-fire between Georgia 
and its breakaway Abkhazia 
region. 

Russia’s veto late Monday 
toppled a Western plan to 
extend the life of the U.N. 
mission for another year, or 
even two more weeks, to work 
out a compromise. The vote 
was 10-1 with four abstentions 

— China, Vietnam, Libya and 
Uganda. 

Following the Georgian- 
Russian war in the breakaway 
region of South Ossetia last 
August, Russia recognized 
the independence of both 
Abkhazia and South Ossetia. 
Georgia insists that both 
regions are still part of its 
territory, but Moscow insists 
they are not. 

“We need to get rid of 
this apparition,” Russian 
Ambassador Vitaly Churkin 
told the council after casting 
the veto. “Our partners, 
however, prefer poison to 
medicine.” 

The mission’s mandate will 
now expire at midnight Monday 
in New York, requiring about 
130 military observers and 
more than a dozen police to 
leave. It was operating on a 
four-month extension granted 
by the Council in February to 
allow for more negotiations. 
The mission’s abrupt 
termination follows months 
of talks between Russia, the 
United States, Britain, France 
and Germany. 

Both the name — the U.N. 
Observer Mission in Georgia 

— and references to Georgia’s 
territorial sovereignty were 
sticking points. 

“It is understandable,” 
Russia’s Foreign Ministry 
said in a statement Monday, 
“that in the new political and 
legal conditions most of the 
names and terms previously 


used in the old documents are 
inapplicable.” 

As promised, Churkin used 
his nation’s right as one of 
the council’s five permanent 
members to veto the draft 
resolution. He had said earlier 
Monday that the mission, 
known as UNOMIG, would 
“pass away peacefully” if 
Russia’s demands weren’t 
met. 

He had offered to extend 
the mission’s mandate for 
one month on condition that 
the Security Council agree 
to delete all the “offensive 
references” in the resolution 
to names and sovereignty — 
an offer that was rejected by 
the Western powers. 

The Security Council could 
seek to restore a U.N. mission 
sometime in the future, but 
if it met Russia’s demands it 
would effectively recognize 
the independence of Abkhazia 
and South Ossetia and 
determine that Georgia no 
longer had sovereignty over 
the two areas, which the U.S. 
and its European allies refuse 
to do. 

The plan for extending the 
mission was put forward by 
the U.S., Britain and France 
— all of them permanent 
members — and non¬ 
permanent members Croatia, 
Turkey, Austria and Germany. 
It was modeled on U.N. 
Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon’s recommendations last 
month for a continuing but 
unnamed U.N. “stabilization 
mission” to ensure no armed 
forces or military equipment 
operated in security zones 
extending 7.5 miles on each 
side of the cease-fire line. 
China is the fifth council 
member with veto power. 

U.S. Deputy Ambassador 
Rosemary DiCarlo said the 
United States “deeply regrets” 
the Russian veto and reiterated 
the strong U.S. commitment to 
Georgia’s territorial integrity. 
The U.S. “will now need to 
consider other measures,” 
including possibly bolstering 
a similar European Union 


monitoring mission to Georgia, 
she said. “In the meantime it 
is the civilian population that 
suffers.” 

France’s U.N. Ambassador 
Jean-Maurice Ripert said: 
“We cannot and we will not 


compromise on the territorial 
integrity of Georgia,” 

The Black Sea province 
of Abkhazia has been 
independently run since 1993, 
when two years of fighting 
with Georgian troops ended 


with a U.N.-monitored cease¬ 
fire. Two-thirds of Abkhazia 
residents hold Russian 
passports, and along with 
South Ossetia it had sought 
independence or union with 
Russia. □ 


Kurds: 150 acres of forest 
burned due to shelling

SULAIMANIYAH, Iraq (AP) — Nearly 150 
acres of forest have been burned over the past 
two months due to Turkish and Iranian shelling 
of Kurdish rebel bases near their borders in 
northern Iraq, local officials said Monday. 

The Kurds have long sought to protect natural 
resources in their semiautonomous region. 
Residents have been banned from cutting trees 
and killing wild animals since 1992. 
Emergency teams of firefighters, forest rangers 
and villagers were formed to battle the flames 
caused by the shelling in two of the three 
provinces that comprise the region, officials 
said. 

Most of the forest fires have been caused 
by Turkish shelling against rebels with the 
Kurdistan Workers’ Party, or PKK, in Dahulc 
province, officials said. 

The rebels have been fighting for more than 
two decades for autonomy in southeastern 
Turkey. They use strongholds in northern Iraq 
for cross-border raids. 


Turkey has launched several cross-border aerial 
attacks to stamp out their bases. 

But that has caused the burning of more than 
124 acres, or 50 hectares, of forest, according 
to Najat Sufi Hariri, the planning director in the 
regional agriculture ministry. 

Iranian artillery against another Kurdish rebel 
group known as the Party for Free Life in 
Kurdistan, or PJAK, has caused 24 acres, or 10 
hectares, to burn, said Azad Wasso, the border 
village administrator in Sulaimaniyah. 

The fires have flared over the past two 
months. 

The most recent blaze occurred last week when 
Turkish planes dropped bombs on the village 
of Imadiya in Dahuk, Hariri said. 

“Firefighters and residents needed 13 hours to 
put it out,” he said. Most villagers have fled the 
areas due to the frequent shelling. 

“The Turkish planes bombard our village 
from time to time, alleging to chase the PKK 
fighters,” Khurshid Doski said. “Most of 
residents left the village, but we stayed put, 
despite the bombing.’Q 
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Peru offers concession to Indians In land dispute

LIMA, Peru (AP) — In a 
conciliatory move, Peru’s 
government told Amazon 
Indians on Monday that it 
will ask Congress to revoke 
decrees that native groups 
say would make it easier to 
exploit their lands for oil, 
gas and other development. 
Indigenous peoples’ anger 
over the decrees spurred 
two months of on-and-off 
blockades of roads and 
rivers that turned violent 
on June 5 when police 
opened fire on activists at a 
roadblock. 

At least 24 police officers 
and nine civilians were 
killed, according to 
government figures. 
Indigenous leaders said at 
least 30 Indians were killed 
and accused police of hiding 
bodies. 

Environment Minister 


Antonio Brack announced 
the concession after a 
delegation led by Cabinet 
chief Yehude Simon met 
with indigenous leaders 
Monday in the central 
jungle town of Mazamari. 
Brack said the government 
also offered to end a state 
of emergency and curfew in 
Amazonas state, where the 
June 5 melee occurred. 
Brack said Indian leaders 
promised in return to end 
a blockade that has cut a 
key road into the central 
Amazon. But other protests, 
including the occupation 
of a highlands airport, 
persisted. 

A radio station, 
Radioprogramas, said 
Simon also asked the Indian 
leaders’ forgiveness for the 
deaths. 

Although Peru’s main 
Amazon Indian federation, 
AIDESEP, did not 


participate in Monday’s 
talks, some indigenous 
leaders expressed hope 
the government’s gesture 
would lead to negotiations 
that it previously spumed. 
“We don’t reject dialogue. 
On the contrary, dialogue 
and peace in the Amazon 
is what we want,” Ruben 
Binari, a leader of the 
Machiguenga people in the 
Urubamba region, told The 
Associated Press. 

Congress indefinitely 
suspended the controversial 
decrees last Wednesday, a 
day ahead of a nationwide 
wave of mostly peaceful 
anti-go vemment protests. 
The decrees, including 
a forestry law widely

Italy, U.S. break up hacking group

ROME (AP) — Italian 
and U.S. authorities have 
broken up an international 
group that hacked into long¬ 
distance phone lines and 
may have provided funds to 
terrorists in Southeast Asia, 
officials said Monday. 
Police conducted raids 
across Italy on Friday to 
arrest five Pakistanis linked 
to a hacking operation in the 
Philippines. On the same 
day, Federal authorities 
in New Jersey charged 
three people living in the 
Philippines in connection 
with the case. 

The group electronically 
broke into the systems 
of international 

telecommunications 
companies and sold the 
access codes in several 
countries in a multi-million- 
dollar fraud, Italian police 
and the FBI said in separate 


statements. 

By routing conversations 
from the call centers onto 
the hacked networks the 
suspects stole 12 million 
minutes, worth $55 million, 
from companies including 
AT&T, the FBI said. 

Italian authorities shut 
down 10 call centers in 
various cities, according to 
police in the northern city 
of Brescia, where the probe 
was centered. 

Two of the Pakistanis, a 
husband and wife, were 
arrested in Brescia, while 
three more were found in the 
central town of Macerata. 
Italy has also issued a 
sixth warrant for a Filipino 
citizen. 

The six are accused of fraud 
for illegally accessing and 
selling the codes to the call 
centers — stores that are 
widely used by immigrants 
in Italy to phone home. 
Much of the proceeds were 


sent to the Philippines and 
may have been forwarded to 
Islamic extremist groups in 
the region, including the al- 
Qaida-linked Abu Sayyaf, 
said Carlo De Stefano, head 
of Italy’s anti-terrorism 
police unit. 

“There are strong suspicions 
and some clues, but nothing 
concrete,” De Stefano 
told The Associated Press 
on Monday. He did not 
elaborate. 

De Stefano said officers 
from the FBI office in 
Newark, New Jersey, had 
helped the Italians in the 
investigation and would 
take the lead in probing the 
destination of the money. 
Authorities in Spain, 
Germany and Switzerland 
were also conducting 
investigations as groups 
similar to the one uncovered 
in Italy are believed to have 
operated in those countries, 
he said. □

Rossi ends U.S. dream of first Italy victory

PRETORIA, South Africa 
(AP) — The United States 
looked on course for a first 
ever victory over Italy Monday 
when a young striker from 
Teaneck, New Jersey stole it 
from them. Giuseppe Rossi, 
born near New York to Italian 
immigrants and now wearing 
the colors of Italy, scored a 
59th minute equalizer with a 
thumping shot from 26 meters 
(yards) less than two minutes 
after coming on as a substitute. 
He made his first appearance 
for Italy last October. 

After Daniele De Rossi 
added a second with another 
long range strike, Rossi, 
sold to Spain’s Villareal by 
Manchester United two years 
ago, collected a pass from 
Andrea Pirlo with a powerful 
first time strike to complete 
Italy’s 3-1 victory at the

“Goals are always nice to 
score,” said Rossi, who scored 
his first for Italy against 
Northern Ireland in a June 6 
3-0 friendly victory in Pisa. 
“If you’re playing against the 
team which is the country 
where you are born it’s always 
a great emotion coming in. But 
when your on the field you 
have no plan. You just think 
about playing the game and 
trying to win your game.” 
Italy coach Marcello Lippi 
said Rossi made a difference 
to his ailing team. 

“Rossi gave us a burst of 
energy,” said Lippi, who led 
Italy to its 2006 World Cup 
triumph. “He scored a great 
goal that calmed us down 
psychologically with a half 
hour still to go and then he 
finished the game off. He offers 
different characteristics.”

HAVRE DE GRACE,

6. The gap widened to five 
shots when Wright bogeyed 7, 
but birdies by Wright on Nos. 
8, 9 and 12, combined with 
Nordqvist’s lone bogey on 13, 
cut the gap to one. 

Nordqvist rebounded with 
her birdie-birdie salvo, 
leaving the final three holes 
a mere formality. A bogey by 
Wright on No. 17 increased 
her deficit to three shots, and 
Nordqvist used a marvelous 
approach to set up a 3-footer 
for birdie on 18. Playing in 
her fifth LPGA tournament, 
Nordqvist celebrated her 
birthday Wednesday, shot a 66 
on Thursday, took the lead in 
the second round Lriday and 
held onto it throughout the 
weekend. 

Her best previous finish this 
year was a tie for 17th in the 
Corona Championship.

Judge rejects sale of NHL 
Coyotes, move to Canada 



Jim Balsillie, co-CEO of RIM

PHOENIX (AP) — The 
NHL’s Coyotes are staying 
in Phoenix after a bankruptcy 


judge on Monday rejected 
the proposed sale of the 
team to Canadian billionaire 
Jim Balsillie, who would 
have moved it to Hamilton, 
Ontario. 

Judge Redfield T. Baum issued 
a 21-page ruling, concluding 
that the June 29 deadline 
imposed by Balsillie did not 
allow enough time to resolve 
the many issues raised in the 
complex case. 

“Simply put, the court does 
not think there is sufficient 
time (14 days) for all of these 
issues to be fairly presented to 
the court given that deadline,” 
the judge wrote. 

The ruling is a victory for 
the NHL, which had argued 
Balsillie was using the U.S. 
Bankruptcy Court to attempt 
to circumvent the league’s 
rules over who owns teams 
and where they are located. 
NHL deputy commissioner 
Bill Daly declined immediate 
comment Monday, saying 


the league needed to read the 
entire ruling before issuing a 
statement. 

The judge’s decision is also a 
win for the city of Glendale, 
Arizona, which had spent 
$183 million to build an 
arena for the Coyotes and had 
contended the franchise could 
not use bankruptcy to evade 
its lease. 

This is the third time Balsillie 
— whose company makes 
the Blackberry hand held 
device— has tried and failed 
to buy an NHL team. His 
previous attempts to purchase 
the Pittsburgh Penguins 
and Nashville Predators fell 
through. 

Coyotes owner Jerry Moyes 
took the NHL by surprise 
when he filed for Chapter 
11 bankruptcy on May 5, 
proposing to sell the team to 
Balsillie for $212.5 million, 
contingent on the franchise 
moving to Hamilton,
